Peking, April 29.—(By The A. P.) 


—Fighting south of the Peking-Tien 
Tsin railway was still in progress at 
noon today. 
The forces of General 


Chang Tso Lin, military governor 
of Manchuria, and General Wu Pel 
Fu, military leader of central China, 
were reported engaged along a line 
extending from Machang, 20 miles 
south of Tiensin to a point south o£ 
Peking. 


A dispatch 
from 
Tientsin says 


there has been heavy artillery firing 
near Machang for the last 20 hours. 


The foreign legations here have 


advised the nationals of their re- 
spective countries who are outside 
of Peking to hasten to the capital as 
a measure of self protection. 


The fighting which began at dawn 


this morning at Changsintient, 12 
miles southwest of this 
city, 
was 


continuing at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. There was artillery firing in 
the vicinity.

Kr.sjlarid. who raced it in one minute, fifty- 


three and three-fifths seconds.

and was crawling in excellent form. 


The twenty-five nymphs in the recent dis-

10-year-olds gave up midway and was taken 
to the finish in a boat. 
But several of the 


other girls of just ten summers brought 
fame and glory to their sex by battling with 
the waves and making really commendable 
timi-.

ming proficiency, are Americans.

a, Danish girl. Miss Mille Gade, arrived from 
her native land to have a' try for American 
swimming, honors- 
She came with all sorts 


of medals and honors, Including the highly 
prized Carnegie hero medal, and allied her- 
self with the Harlem Y. W. C. A. as swim- 
ming instructor. 


Miss Gade's first spectacular feat was to 


swim around Manhattan Island, a distance 
Of some forty miles. While she did not sue-' 
coerl in making a record, she showed rare 
power and endurance and proved herself a 
worthy contestant in all distance events.

cent exploit of Miss Marion Goebel. a Wash- 
ington Irving High School pupil, who swam 
across Long Island Sound at College Point, 
and, not content with this daring test of 
nerve and strength, the fifteen-year-old girl 
returned to the starting point towing a 
canoe containing three persons. The weight 
of the canoe and the

around r>20 pounds, which Mis.s Goebel man- 
aged to handle easily by means of a harness 
fitted over her "back and around her waist*

of swimming three miles with her hands and 
fe«?t shackled.

Indoor Pools Prove Popular, 


Even on the Coldest Days 


When the outdoor swimming season is 


closed there are numerous indoor pools 
where girls may continue their practice for 
speed and endurance. Already these centres 
have proved so popular that on the coldest 
of winter days swimming enthusiasts stand 
in line for a long time waiting their turn 
at the pool. There are never enough pools 
to accommodate all the enthusiasts, but each 
year, as the sport grows in favor, their 
number is increased. 


The right age at which one should teach 


a child its first swimming strokes does not 
depend on. any hard and set rule, swimming 
experts assure us. The younger the better, 
they say, adding that the notion that a child 
under six should not go near the water is 
now considered old fashioned. 
At the age 


of three and a half years girls learn to keep 
themselves afloat In a swimming pool, and 
even acquire good strokes. 
Boys learn 


earlier, generally speaking, apparently in- 
heriting a fearlessness of the water. 


After all, the crawl, which is considered 


one of the most difficult strokes for a grown 
person to master, particularly if ho or she 
has been brought up on the breast and side 
strokes, comes as naturally to children as 
creeping does. 


It is not unusual for Instructors, after 


giving a child out of the pool a fair idea of 
the sequence of swimming strokes, to drop 
the youngster into the shallow end and sug- 
gest that he crawl back. Not infrequently 
this mite of humanity manages to do it. 
somewhat after the fashion of an animal, 
and you see that it is instinctive with him. 


That's the beginning for him, and when 


followed up by perfecting the stroke the 
child has laid a solid foundation for a swim- 
ming career. 
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LEGAL POINTS FOR 


AUTOMOBILE OWNER 


(By SAMUEL WAX'!1.) 


In a recent Georgia case a reckless 


motorist 
learned that 
the refine- 


ments of the law play havoc with 
the popular conception of tho cost 
of subordinating the safety of pe- 
destrians to the transient pleasures 
of speeding and of other species of 
Isolations of the rules of common 
sense und law relating to the opera- 
tion of motor 
vehicles. 
The 
pe- 
_ 
destrlan injured in this case was a 


^ 


married man. 
His injuries did not 


appear to be serious, and IIP claimed 
only $500 as damages. 
While his 


suit was still ponding in court he 
died. His wife was appointed to ad. 
minister upon his estate and she 
prosecuted the damage suit to a con- 
clusion for the benefit of the estate. 
A'Verdict for ?30 was obtained, and 
the amount was paid to the wife as, 
administratrix. 


Subsequently tho wife brought suit 


against the motorist on her own ac- 
count. 
She rlaimed that her hus- 


band had died as a result of the 
Mitomobilo accident, nnd she de- 
manded damages for her cansequent 
loss of the support and companion- 
ship oC her spou.se. 
The motorist's 


defense 'was that only one suit at law 
can be brought for the same cause, 
and IIP insisted that the damages 
paid by liim in the first suit dis- 
<barged his liability for the accident. 
,\s tho court, pointed out, however, 
liability for an accident extends to 
nil natural consequences of it. The 
first suit was solclv for tho benefit 
of the injured husband, 
T'pon his 


death hi* claim was an asset of his 
estate. 
His widow's dnim for her 


loss did not rircrne until his death. 
Hence it could not be barred by the 
settlement in th^ first suit. 


The forfeituie pro\isions of the 


state laws relating to the unlawful 
transportation of liquor by automo- 
bile continue to be featured in the 
decisions oC many state1!.

The ear was impounded by the sher- 
iff and found to contain a large 
quantitv of whisker. 
"Proceedings 


were instituted for the forfeiture of 
the car. and tho f.ither interposed 
hi«! claim of ownershm of the ma- 
chine, contending that he had vo 
knowlcclse of the unlawful u«e made 
of it. 
Tho father's cl.um was sus- 


tained bv tho court and the machine 
was ordered returned to him. Of 
course, the claim of the prosecuting 
authorities was that under the abo'^ e 
facts it was onlv leasonable to as- 
sume that the father had full knowl- 
edge of tho use being made of hi« 
car.-if. indeed, he had retained any 
interest in the car at all. But the 
court refused to draw this Inference. 


! usually contain provision entitling 


tho creditor to declare the whole in- 
debtedness due at any time, and to 
retake the care if tho full amount 
due is not immediately paid, where 
he reasonably believes that the debt- 
or is causing or permitting the value 
of the car as security to become im- 
parled, by improper use or abuse of 
the same. In construing such a pro- 
vision the courts require a strict ad- 
herence to the terms of the agree- 
ment. 
If the creditor retakes the 


car without reasonable cause, or, 
having reasonable cause, fails to de- 
mand payment of his debt before 
retaking, his act is unlawful, and 
he may be held liable in damages. 
This was decided very recently by 
the Court of Civil Appeals of Texas. 


Among the classes of debts which 


are not obliterated by a discharge in 
bankruptcy, are those arising from 


the commission of wilful and malic- 
ious injuries. 
In a recent Georgia 


case a motorist tecurcd a discharge 
iu bankruptcy after an accident in 
which hits car collided head-on with 
another car. According to the dis- 
senting, opinion filed by one of the 
judges, the evidence bhoweil that 
the motorist in question and another 
were approaching in their cars from 
opposite directions; that the former 
held his course near the middle of 
the road although there was ample 
loom for him to turn out and a suit- 
able roadbed on his right; that his 
car was much larger than the other: 
and that after the accident, he con- 
tinued on wthout stopping. 


A majority of the court, without 


discussing 
the matter, 
held that 


these facts do not show a wilfgl and 
malicious injury so as to save the 
injured motorist's claim from the 
bankruptcy discharge.
